. The foregoing represents the financial affairs of the Town of 
Lebanon for the past year, according to the accounts of the Select- 
men, which we have found correct and properly vouched. 

It will be seen by the report of the committee, appointed to ex- 
amine the accounts for building the Town Hall, that, there is still due 
to sundry persons, the sum of 463.42—and also about 300.00 due 
to private individuals for laying the floor in the basement, which 
‘sums may be reduced ona final settlement. A cemetery lot of 
about 20 acres has been purchased of Mr. Stearns for about 750.00 ; 
and there is also a liability for damage on the Kimball road of $250 
as appraised by the County Commissioners. All of the above men- 
tioned sums have been added in this Report, under the head of 
“Town Indebtedness.” There is still an unsettled claim for the costs 
and expenses of laying out the Kimball road, not yet adjusted.

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SALE OF SPIRITUOUS LIQUOR. 


The fcllowing extracts from the law relating to the sale of spirit- 
uous liquors, are inserted here because of the wantof a general correct 
uuderstanding of the matter: - 


Cuaprer 99—SectTion 9. 


Such agent shali receive for his services such fixed and stipulated 
compensation as the selectmen shall prescribe, which shall not be in- 
creased or diminished by reason of the amount of sales made; and 
he shall not be interested, except as an inhabitant of the town, in 
said liquor, or in the purchase or sale or profits thereof. 

Sec. 10. Such agent shail conform to such rules and regulations 
as the selectmen may prescribe ; shall keep, and when required ex- 
hibit to them, an accurate account of all his purchases, showing the 
date, kind, quantity and price of the liquor sold by him, the name 
of the purchaser, and the use for which on each sale the liquor was 
sold, as stated by the purchaser; and shall pay over so much of 
the proceeds of sales as the selectmen direct to the treasurer of the 
town. . 

Sec. 11. Such agent shall sell such liquors at the profit deter- 
mined by the selectmen, and, when required, shall exhibit to them 
a:l-books, bills, receipts, and papers of every kind relating to his 
dealings and accounts, and betore the first day of March annually, 
shall make a report under oath of all his purchases and the costs 
thereof, and of all sales and the proceeds thereof, specifying’ the 
number of sales, the quantities and kinds sold for each of the pur- 
poses for which he is authorized to sell, and the quantity, kind, and 
cost of all liquor remaining on hand at the date of such report.

Your Committee will further state that the laying of the floor 
in the basement of the Town Hall, which was included in the first 
estimate, has been done by private individuals at a cost of about 
$300 00 and not reckoned in the foregoing account. And, on the 
other hand, in the original plan it was intended that the main‘en- 
trance to the hall should be construeted of wood, and the stairs on 
the outside, which plan has been altered to a granite thresbhold and 
double stairway and railings on the inside, which has added to the 
expense say about $000 00; and further, the original estimate did 
not take into calculation the shingling of the old part of the hall, 
which the building committee found necessary to have done, which 
further added to the cost abont $300 00. The first estimate being 
$6,487 OU, and the building as it now stands cost $11,959 59, it will 
readily be seen that it has cost over the first estimate the sum of 
$5,472 19.

Report of Schools 


The School Committee respectfully submit their Report. 
DISTRICT NO, 1: 

During the Summer and Fall terms, Laura M. Cross, (who be- 
came Mrs. Daniels, in the mean time), had charge of the school. 

Her examination indicated a want of thorough culture, and her” 
school was only a partial success. . 

Mary A. Swasey taught the Winter school. Her .qualifications 
and management were quite satisfactory, and the improvement of 
the school was evident. . 

Soon after the opening of the Winter term, the school-house was 
burned. ‘‘No insurance,” and no loss except the few books which 
were consumed with the building. 

DISTRICT NO. 2 


JULIA E, RAND taught in the Primary Department, during the ~ 
three terms of the year. 


— 


Miss Rand has the natural ability to manage children, and the school 


under her instruction, made good progress. She would be greatly 


benefitted, like many others of our teachers, by the professional 
training which is secured in the Teachers’ Institute and Normal 
School. 3 

We hope the day is not far distant when such instruction will be 
made a necessary condition of approbation, to teach in any of our 
schools. 

The Higher Department of the acrid was under the instruction of 
Jessie M. Hosiery, during the year. 

Miss Hosley has superior attainments, and piosseleame her work 
with earnestness and fidelity. Had she early established her author- 
ity in the school, the wiwhipped urchins would have caused her less 


annoyance, and the additional benefits of tt gid discipline might have 
been secured.

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DISTRICT NO. 3. 


This school was in session two terms, Summer and Fall, and was 
under the continued instruction of Maria L. GItLeTrE. The school 
is comparatively easy to manage, and was quite successful, under 
Miss Gillette’s instruction. As in many other schools, there was too 
much of the old ‘‘tread-mill” process of instruction, which awakens 
no enthusiasm and fails to educate. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 

The Summer school was taught by L. ANN BuGBER. Miss B. sus- 
tained herself well in the examination, but lacked energy, and failed 
to accomplish what she might otherwise have done. As is the teach- 
er, so is the school, in this respect. She infuses her own spirit into 
her pupils, for good or evil. 

Justus C. FRENCH taught the Winter school. He has the ele- 
ments of a successful manager and teacher, and only needs Normal 
training and experience, to stand highin his profession. His drill in 
general exercise was excellent. The miserable old school-house in 
this district did not burn! 


DISTRICT NO. 5 

The Summer school was taught by Mary A. Stockweti. Ina 
house so dilapidated and forbidding, with a school so small and in- 
capable of classification, and herself without Normal training, or ex- 
perience, how could we expect this teacher to accomplish great 
things ? 

And yet there seemed to be some good results, and perhaps, all 
we ought to expect; under the circumstances. 

Rosa A. Woop taught the Winter school. In the midst of the 
same surroundings and discouragements, it is praise to say that she 
achieved a fair success. 

But the old School-House! Why is it allowed to remain—to frown. 
upon every passer-by, and to mock the intelligence of the age? Is ‘ie 
it preserved as a relic of antiquity, or to sustain the ironical title of 
‘“‘Poverty Lane,” which somebody gave to one of the wealthiest dis- 
tricts in town ? 

Some writer has made the remark, that the church and the school- 
house are the symbols of our civilization. Can the school-house be in- 
cluded, in this instance ? 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


LUELLA C. PEABODY commenced this school for the Winter term ; 
but being in the position of ‘‘a prophet in his own country,” and not 
well adapted to the business, Miss Peabody very wisely accepted the 
advice of the Superintending Committee, to leave the school. 

Ricuarp E. ELA was employed to take her place; but the school 
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was so small that his ability to govern and teach could hardly be 
tested. 

This district labors under great disadvantages. They are able to 
have a school only one term during the year, and even then, under 
the most unfavorable circumstances. Other districts suffer in the 
same way. Four of the seven schools reviewed above, if they could 
be brought together, would be well accommodated and better in- 
structed, in one good house. ‘This fact suggests the enquiry, if the 
district system was abolished, and the control of our schools was 
put into the hands of an efficient town board, might we not have 
fewer and better schools, at much less expense ? 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Summer Term. JENNIE C. GATES. School very small, but mak-_ 
ing good improvement. aa 
Winter Term. Lucy A. MILLER. School somewhat larger, and 
showing careful instruction. 
DISTRICT NO. 8. fai" na . 
Summer und Winter Terms. Jennie C. Gates. Miss Gates, as» 
usual, took unwearied pains with her scholars, with good results. 
There was a fine class in Geography. 
DISTRICT NO. 9. 
Summer and Winter Terms. Carrie M. GeorGe. The imstruc- 
tion was good, and the scholars profited by it. There was fme im- 
provement in reading in all the scholars. 
DISTRICT NO. 10, 
Summer and Winter Terms. EMMA M. HArnis. Miss Harris has. 
abundant energy and infuses a portion of it into the scholars, who 


did what they had to do with promptness, and in a way to be under- 
stood. The order was good. We have never seen a better class in

Summer Term. SARAH GILE. As ever before, Miss Gile had a

The famous ‘‘Liquor Question” was promptly solved 
by one of the scholars.

The school was in session three times during the year, under the 
instruction of KATE CLEAVELAND. The district failed to keep the 
house in good repair,. and to furnish suitable black-boards for the 
use of the classes. The school was too large for its accommodations. 
And yet, under all these discouragements, Miss Cleaveland achieved 
a decided success. She availed herself of every means and oppor- 
tunity for her own improvement, and the school felt the influence of 
her enthusiasm, and profited by her improved methods of instruction. 
Her discipline was not quite rigid enough to secure the greatest good. 


DISTRICT NO. 14 AND 15. 


Primary Department. Summer Term. HELEN M. PERKINS, un- 
der whose care the scholars made good improvement. 

Winter Term. M. Ella Cushman. The scholars made good pro- 
gress. Singing and gymnastics were also taught to the benefit of

BrigHam. This sthool, under the care of Miss Brigham, did well. 
We thought the Winter Term showed the most marked advance. 
Unustial care was taken with reading, and with the best results. 

Third Department. Summer and Winter Terms. E Luen F. 
Smattey. Both Terms in this school were very profitable. In all 
studies, the progress was thorough and rapid. A miserable place 
for a school-room ! 

Fourth Department. Summer Term. Ann McDaniels, who was 
well qualified and did well, but was called away by sickness in her 
home. 

Winter Term. Herman Hott, who succeeded (after a struggle 
in obtaining control of the school. The teaching was thorough ond— 
practical, and the scholars generally made gratifying advance. 

It is but justice to say, that the success of these schools is largely 
due to the care and fidelity of the Prudential Committee, Messrs. 
Bean, Gerrish, and Burnap. Prudential Committees seldom receive 
compliments and—seldom deserve them. There is imperative need 
for better accommodations for these schools. Every room was 
crowded beyond its capacity—to the injury of health, and the pur- 
poses of a school. , 

DISTRICT NO. 16. 
Summer Terms™ Jennie C. Tilton, who met with fair success .

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was good. The instruction in some branches was not as accurate 
as is desirable. 

A marked difference was seen in those schools whose teachers had 
attended the Institute. There was more life and spirit, and better 
methods in those schools. 

In some of the schools, the Committee: required special attention 
to reading during the Winter Term. In those schools the improve- 
ment was most satisfactory. Never before have the scholars read 
so well. 

Anu inspection of the foregoing table will show that there is need | 
of some change in our Districts. For instance, there were four 
schools in which there were only forty scholars in all. One teacher 
could have cared for all as well as the four employed. In Nos. 3, 
4, 5. contiguous. Districts there were 47 scholars, a fair charge for 
one teacher. These Districts might be united. Nos. 12 and 16 
might be united: Also Nos. 9and11. We are aware that such an ar- 
rangement of districts would increase the distance which some of the 
scholars: would have to go. In summer, that would not be a great . 
objection. In winter, they might be carried, by each family in turn, 


which would be no great burden. On the other hand, the increased 
advantages are manifest.
